Another tragic incident occurred in the

The demonstration caused 
Flartwell and Shrader to (scamper from 
Behind the counter, through the reading 
room and np stairs as rapidly as two badly 
tightened men could travel.

A powerfully bnilt man named John

THE HARBISON MEETINGS. 


Thirty-Five Persons Unite With 


the Church Sunday Afternoon. 


A TalJi To Business Men-Harrison at 


Lincoln. 


a TODAY'S SEBVICES. 


The attendance of the public at each 


ot the five services at the First M. E. 
church on Sunday was large in each in- 
stance, particularly at night, when the au- 
dience room was completely filled, many 
being unable to enter the building. 


At 9 o'clock a love feast was held, and 


at 10:30 a. m.Bev. Dimmitt preached a 
discourse. At 3 p. m. a special meeting 
was held, when Rev. Harrison conducted 
the exercises, which were of a most inter- 
eating and impressive character. 
Daring 


the service 35 persons, mostly adults, 
united with the church, The young peo- 
ple's meeting was held at 5:45 p, m. in 
the lecture room. The service consisted 
of singing of gospel hymns and fervent 
prayers by TCev. Dimmitt and Rev. Harri- 
son. 


The regular revival services commenced 


in the audience room soon after 6 o'clock, 
when Rev. Harrison directed his remarks 
specially to tho business men and young 
men iu the vast congregation, He based 
his exhortation and appeal on the follow- 
ing veises from the 12th chapter of St. 
Luke: 


'•And Christ spake a parable unto them 


(the disciples) Buying: The ground of a 
rich man brought forth plentifully, 


And he thought within himself, saying, 


"What shall I do, because I have no room 
where to bestow my fruits? 


And he Raid, This will I do: I will pull 


down my barns and build greater; and 
there will I bestow all my fruits and my 
goods. 


And I will say to my soul, Soul, thou 


hast much goods laid up for many years; 
take thine ease: eat drink and be merry. 


But God said unto him, Thou fool, this 


night thy soul shall be required of thee; 
then whose shall those things be which 
thou hast provided." 


The servicps were preceded by a feeling 


prayer by Rev. Musgrovc, and Mr. Harri- 
son talked with great force and power for 
about -If) minutes, delivering a plain, ar- 
gumentative and characteristic appeal to 
his attentive hearers. He described in 
pait the revival work of John the Bap- 
tist, when all Jerusalem and the people 
from a great distance went out to hear 
him. 
He also spoke of many men in De- 


catur—merchants, professional men and 
others—who come to tho meetings out of 
curiosity or are indifferent, to all of these 
ho applied the words of the text, and 
urged most earnestly to prepare for the 
judgment da}'—not resting a moment un- 
til they had found salvation, ns did that 
banker in Indianapolis who would not 
arid could not find peace until he had bal- 
anced his accounts with his Maker at the 
altar. 


At the close of the address Mr. Harri- 


son naked the entire congregation to 
stand up, and when all were standing he 
requested those who had been converted 
to sit down. Several hundred remained 
standing- and Mr. Harrison then asked 
those standing who desired him to pray 
for them to raise their hands. Many did 
so. \ short piayer followed, when the 
invitation was given to tho seekers for 
salvation to como forward. In a short 
time there were nearly 40 persons at the 
altar; and several of the front pews were 
used to accommodate the mourners. 
While the ministers and church members 
spoke to the seekers, Mr. Harrison went 
up and down the aisles urging the people 
to go forward, clapping his hands and 
singing energetically. Quite a number of 
those at the altar professed conversion. 


HARRISON AT LINCOLN. 


On Saturday, Rev. Harrison, assisted 


by Rev. Muugrove, Rev. Reed and Will 
Shellabarger held four well attended and 
interesting revival services at Lincoln, 
where special meetings have been in pro- 
gress for some time, A meeting was held 
at 10:30; another at 2; another at 3, and 
the last one at 6:30, when the space at the 
altar was insufficient for the seeker?, 18 of 
whom were converted, making a total of 
about 60 conversions at Lincoln.

The Harrison revival, which has been 


n progress at the First M. E. church for 
;wo weeks, is reaching out gradually in 
ts influence and power, as was witnessed 
at the close of the exhortation last, night, 
,vhen over 50 seekers knelt at the altar, 
37 of -whom had not been there at any 
jrevious meeting. Over 3D of the serious 
ones professed conversion and there was 
general rejoicing led by Mr. Harrison. 
The young evangelist commenced the 
meeting by the usual song and prayer 
service, and based his feeling exhortation 
'rom a text taken from Corinthians: 
'If ye seek Me with the whole heart I 
will be found of thce; if ye seek me not I 
will cast thee off forever." The nppeal 
;o the serious was a powerful effort, and 
resulted in affecting many persons in the 
vast congregation who are not members 
of any religious society. The audience 
room was packed to the doors and the in- 
terest was intense. 


Mr. Harrison will commence another 


week of revival service to-night at the 
usual hour. 


The efforts of Mr. Harrison iu Decatur 


lave been attended with the most won- 
derful results. During his stay here the 
revival services each afternoon and even- 
ing have been attended by hundreds ol 
people, many of whom came from a great 
distance, and to date about 230 persons 
aave been converted, with a prospect of 
:he number being increased to 500. 


A SKETCH OP BBV. HARRISON. 


The following is, a brief sketch of the 


ife of the boy preacher as published in a 
San Francisco paper: "Richard Harrison, 
of English descent, sailed over 30 years 
ago with his wife from Novn Scotia to 
Boston, where he has resided ever since, 
and is now carrying on a prosperous 
Dueinet'S. Bev. Thomas Harrison is the 
eldest sou of Richard Harrison, and the 
only surviving member of n family of 
;hree children. He was born on Christ- 
mas day, 1853. J-Ie dates the foundation 
oE his evangelical career (13 years ago) 
!rom the shock he experienced ou the 
death of a younger brother, which oc- 
curred in 1869. Mr. Harrison was at this 
;ime away from home. He had gone to 
New Brunswick on a pleasure trip, but 
on hearing ot his sad bereavement, he 
liastcned hcme, and 'from that moment 
bis soul know no peace until he found 
rest in Jesus Christ.' His own position 
before God as a sinner imforgiven, was 
brought vividly before him by the Holy 
Spirit. The death ot his brother (Fred.) 
ireated such an impression on him that 
;he only consolation for his bereavement 
was hio conversion. This happened un- 
der the most singular circumstances. On 
Slew Year's Eve of 18G9, he was walking 
along Washington street, Boston. It was 
midnight, and, as he stood by an old 
.amp-post, in the middle of a snow bank, 
.lip thoughts went back to the days when 


brother, just dead, was his daily com- 


panion, who shared his joys and ills, but 
was snatched away by death without any 
warning. The bells struck the knell of 
-he dying year, and he breathed a short 
prayer, and, as the last toll sounded, he 
beard a thousand voices proclaim a happy 
new year, and then promised to conse- 
crate himself to God. At that time Mr, 
Harrison was employed as a clerk in a 
store; but Providence had other work for 
him to fulfill, and, by the wise counsel of 
on esteemed friend, the Bev. Daniel Rich- 
ards, pastor of the Dorchester Methodist 
Church, he at once commenced a course 
of training for the ministry. He entered 
as a student at Wilbraham Acadaemy, of 
which the Eev. Edward Cook was at the 
time principal, and after studying a short 
time he commenced to preach in the 
churches in the neighborhood. Such an 
impression did his preaching make that 
people for miles came expressly to hear 
him, 
and he suddenly became famous. 


While still a student he was licensed to 
preach 
by the Methodist 
Episcopal 


church, being then only a youth of 17 
years of age. He was after this received 
by the Brooklyn lay college, under the 
care of Dr. Talmage. Mr. Harrison at- 
tended the meetings of the General Con- 
ference at Baltimore, and during his visit 
preached with mnrlced RU--PKS in the 
Utah church. The services \\aiealtind- 
ed by many ministers of the Baltimore 
churches, who were much struck by the 
evidences of pulpit power in one so 
young. 


FOF.MEIt REVIVALS. 


Iu 1870 Mr. Harrison conducted a six 


weeks' revival at Baltimore, when hun- 
dreds were converted; and at East Balti- 
more 1,000 were saved. For six consecu- 
tive months he conducted a meeting at 
Philadelphia, when over 1200 were con- 
verted. He preached for nine weeks in 
Talmage's Tabernacle at Brooklyn, with- 
out any abatement whatever. Twelve 
hundred conversions were the traits of 
the harvest. Many of these were persons 
belonging to other cities. One night when 
the question was raised in the tabernacle, 
"What Shall We Do?" Dr. Talmage put 
the question and said: "I ask all those 
whose common sense tells them it is bet- 
ter to go ou for two or three evenings 
longer, to manifest their desire by rising.1' 
All of the 5,000 arose. Dr. Talmage, a 
Presbyterian minister, then announced 
the continuance of the meetings of Mr. 
Harrison, a Methodist revivalist, and said 
very distinctly in a determined manner: 


I wish, as a part of our approbation ot 
tbe valuable services rendered by our 
brother, that we all express our heartfelt 
and unqualified approval of the way in 
which he works. His services certainly 
eclipse the ways of all the other evangel- 
flts that the church has ever seen." Mr. 
Harrison spent 20 consecutive weeks at 
Cndianapolis during the summer of 1881, 
nnd nearly 1300 persons were registered 
as soundly converted.

Tbe County Poor Farm. 


The new buildings erected on the coun- 


ty poor farm at a total cost of about $17,- 
000, were formally received yesterday by 
the building committee appointed by the 
board. About six months were consumed in 
putting up the buildings, and to the credit 
of 
Mr. I. 
Baldwin, 
the 
architect 


and the contractors, be it said, that 
all the work was done according to 
agreement 
and 
without 
any quib- 


bling whatever. The building is of brick, 
It contains, all told, 66 rooms, five to sev- 
en ot which are sot apart for the use of 
Steward Macree and his family. 
There 


are ample and comfortable accommoda- 
tions for 20 insane patients aud 76 pau- 
pers. There arc now but 20 paupers and 
17 insane patients in charge of the coun- 
ty, 14 of which number will be returned 
here from Jacksonville in a few days. To- 
day Steward Mngee took formal posses- 
sion of the new buildings, the paupers at 
tbe temporary retreat south of the city 
having been removed to the farm together 
with the keeper's effects. The brickwork 
of the new building cost $5,640; steam 
fitting, 81,467; woodwork, not including 
incidentals, 88,700; total, $16,807. The 
other expenses embrace amounts due the 
architect, committees, and for building 
sidwalks, digging cisterns, etc.

diphtheria—tho child it attacks must 
first have what is commonly called a 
cold or a catarrh. 
A small piece of 


diphtheritic poison may be placed on 
a man's eye. and. unless there is an 
abrasion of the epidermis, he will 
not be affected. 
I am promulgating 


very advanced ideas, I am aware, 
but I insist that neither diphtheria, 
measles nor scarlet fever can be ac- 
quired unless tho conditions I have- 
named exist. I believe that cholera 
might be traced in its infection to 
improper diet. 
In tho Sixth Ward, 


where I live, diphtheria is very prev- 
alent, and throe cases have termina- 
ted fatally within 100 yards of my 
residence, and just before coming 
hero 1 road tho statistics of a physi- 
cian whoso ability for observation 
cannot bo questioned, that out of 
568 cases of diphtheria, 503 had 
ended fatally; these o()S cases were, 
taken from epidemics of various se- 
verities. 
In tho northern part of 


tho city some of tho children died 
within twenty-four hours of tho de- 
velopment of tho disease.

stood: mam 
phjticians cull diph- 


theria what is simply some othcr 
throat disease, and h.iving cured tho 
throat disease they claim to have 
cured diphtheria, and tho result i.s 
that Mrs. Brown says to Dr. Blank: 
'Dr. Dasli cured Smith's child of 
diphtheria, but my child died on 
your hands.' It's an advanced idea, 
but it should be known that a throat 
disease which was cured was not 
diphtheria.1'—Dr. Cole, oj St. Louii.

to be eradicated is entrenched among 
the best class of the community. 
It 


has long been noticed that certain 
crimes are always tolerated in society 
at expense of others. 
When great 


sobriety is the rule, laxity in other 
things is allowed, Sidney Smith has 
left a picture of the good old days in 
English society, where among other 
things at least a third of the gentle- 
men present at any gathering were 
always drunk. 
We have reformed 


onr manners in this particular, but 
we do love to take risks. Even tho 
other sex feel the need of stimulus o£ 
this kind, for brokers' offices where 
the dear creatures can dabble in"op- 
tions are beginning to spring up all 
over the country. 
Moralists may 


preach of tho evils, but when did 
preaching do any more than cxeito a 
languid interest in an effort at re- 
form.

Some Severe Oold. 


Indianapolte Journal. 


The recent cold snap has revivecl 


ome thrilling accounts of former 
ireezes made memorable on account 


their severity. The Decatur (111.) 


Review publishes a statement made 
iy Justice Lowry, of Macon county, 
hat state, 'Squire Lowry vividly 
ecalls tho cold snap of 1837, 
at 


which time ho was living with his 
ather, and years of practice has en- 
abled him to give the following ac- 
count of his experience: 


The day was rather warm. Rain was 


ailing, and the wind blew from the south. 
Suddenly the wind shifted, and a deep 
oaring noise was heard iu the timber. It 
rrew louder, until the slorrn in all of its 
ury burst upon them. The rain-drops 
congealed before they could reach the 
iarth, and for the space of a minute fell 
ike hail. _A flock of geese whieli was 
swimming in a pond near the house had 
started for the shore, but a number were 
caught and held by the ico which formed 
almost in u twinkling. Some of them 
vere cut loose by members of the family, 
and placed under shelter, but were found 
next morning froaen to the giouud. Mi. 
jowry's father wns crowing a lane near 
;he house carrjiug an arm-loud ot fodder 
;o feed his stock when the wind struck 
uim. Coming from the direction il. did, 
ha bUdes of tho fodder wen; bbwn 
straight out from him, ami, as they v.'cro 
vet, frw,e still' iu th.it position before ho 
•eafhed tho fence. 


The snino blizzard visited those 


Darts, but with even greater severity. 
Tho weather here had been uucom- 
'ortably warm, and tho fashionable 
ndios of that early day wore obliged 
o lay asido their seal-fikin wraps 
and to hoc in tho garden in garnet 
•atin, cut extremely decollette.

Jan Erickson, a Financier, was thon, 
is now. living in a cabin on Little 
Eaglo creek, a few miles west or tho 


ity, 
JSrickson bad been, accustomed 


Ironi youth to tho rigors of the terri- 
ble winters of his Arctic home, but 
io declares he never saw anything 
iko it there. 
About 3:30 in the at' 


;ornoorj the wind suddenly shifted 
from south to north. 
He was mould- 


bullets at the time, and before 
could ponr another, the melted 


metal—about a pint —froze 
solid 


over the firo. He jerked on all the 
clothes he could find, tmd made his 
way to the atablo to see about his 
live stock. 
In ton minutes icicles a 


foot long depended from the nostrils 
of his horses, vphile tho tail of his 
only cow was frozen as stiff as a dry 
paint-brush. 
Within four minutes 


of the tima the blizzard struck tho 
settlement he set firo to the barn, 
hoping thus to save his animals, but 
they froze to death in the flames, 
Turning to go to the house, he was 
dismayed to discover that his clothes 
were frozen until thoy wore as brittle 
as glass. They wore perfectly dry, 
but the imperceptible animal mois- 
ture in the liber of tho wool had con- 
gealed, and at every step he took 
they broke in a hundred places. 
Pushing into tho cabin, ho built c 
rousing firo. In a ' f o w minutes ho 
was startled by a fearful crash jusl 
outside1 
Peoriug out ho discovere 


that the smoke was freezing ua il 
left the chimney, and falling liko fio 
many gigantic icicles. 
From tha 


on tho noiso was incessant and like 
tho roar of a waterfall, except that 
when tho tall columns of smoke 
broke and fell to tha earth thoy Hew 
into a million fragments. 
Fortu 


nately tho wind was favorable, and 
tho greater portion of it fell in tho 
cow-lot, though occasionally, in the 
lull of the storm, lingo pieces would 
come crashing down on the clap- 
board roof. 
By standing iu the lire 


place and using a pola he kept the 
chimney comparatively 
free 
from 


frozen smoke, and avoided the dan 
ger of the house buirig overturned bj 
its great weight. 
In the morning 


tho storrn had abated somewhat, and 
he ventured out to the pig-pen. On 
the way he noticed a peculiar blue 
looking substance frozen in the air. 
and following it up, discovered it to 
be nothing less than the squea 
of a hog, frozen stiff in transit from 
tho pen to the cabin, and of course 
the sound failed to reach him. 
The 


bark was frozen from tho trees. The 
bark of his dog was frozen also. 
While the venerable pioneer was re 
counting this thrilling story, the 
Journal reporter dropped a tear. 
A hardy race is rapidly passing away, 
and we shall never see their like 
again—as accomplished liars.

Some Higary Interesting Letters 


from the Holy Land. 


The following letters from Eev. B. 


3. Harper, IX D., of Philadelphia, to his 
daughter, Mrs. W. 0. Johns, of this city, 
rill be found exceedingly readable: 


HAMLEII, PALESTINE, Nov. 6, '82. 


JBAU CORWIN AND NELLIE:—Here we 


are in the Holy Land, about 0,000 miles 
'rom home, and yet thought annihilates 
nil space and makes us present. We 
missed the steamer at Naples on account 
of a fearful storm—we could not embark. 
The next steamer took us to Port Said 
where wo were delayed another day 
waiting for a steamer. We left Port Said 
ou Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock and 
•eached Jaffa this morning at 0 a. m. The 
anding nt Jafl'u is very bad. They took 
us from the steamer in a small boat as far 
is tho reefs,then carried us on their backs 
:hrough the surf to the shore. Jaffa, ac- 
cording to Pliny, ia the oldest city in the 
world, but its claim to antiquity is eclip- 
sed by its claim to dirt, [f there is a 
lilthier spot on the fuce oC tho earth I 
liope ~i shftll bo spared the dif-gust of see- 
ing and smelling it. The streets are 


ivdcd with poor, ragged, naked, dirty, 


UIPII, women and children, sandwiched 
with camels, donkeys and dogs. But 
enough of this. We left at 1 o'clock iu 
what they call n carriage—which is sim- 
ply a two horse wagon drawn by three 
rjoniop, on the only road in Palestine — 
ilie great highway over which they took 
the material Cor Solomon's temple, and 
made immortal by the footprint!) of pn- 
iiiarchs, kings, prophets nnd apostles and 
millions of deluded crusiideri Over this 
road, too, Napoleon led his army in his 
conflict with the Turks. But time has 
washed out all these footmarks. I could 
not find a single footprint of Jonah ris 
ho went down to Joppa and sailed for 
Tnrshish! nor any ol Peter's old shoes! 
nor a fragment oC tho skirt oC Dorcas! 
Wo halted for the night at this place, 
about midway between Jaffa and Jerusa- 
lem. 
This was the homo of Joseph of 


Arimathea. Here also Nicodemus re- 
sided and. here Napoleon made liis head- 
quarters. 
To-morrow at 8 o'clock we 


utart again for the Holy City—before tho 
sun goes down we hope to stand within 
the gates of Jerusalem. Our journey by 
hind and sea has been long and attended 
willi Homo discomforts, but it has also 
been safe and prosperous. We will soon 
come to the turuiui; point at the Jordan, 
where our faces will look home\v,ird. 1 
have written you t«icu and will not cloto 
this until we reach Jerusalem. It is now 
!) o'cloc'k and i. will say good night to mv 
dear children in Decatur.

7, S o'clock p. m - -After a long 


rido of 30 miles, over tha worst road iu 
the world, wo entered the Jaffa gate at 4 
p. m.; here wo are in Jerusalem. 


, Palestine, Nov. IS, 'S'l 


I must write you one letter from the 


Holy City. Landing at Jaffa we were 
furnished with a carriage, which proved 
to be a t \voJiortie wagon, drawn by 3 
horses abreast, and in this, with our Dra- 
goman and the driver we proceeded in 
state to Jerusalem, Tho road (the only 
carriage-road in Palestine) was bad— 
worse thnn the boulder pavements ot the 
great city of Philadelphia. 
And having 


40 miles of it we were tired enough when 
we entered the old Jaffa Gate. The streets 
in J. are about 12 feet wide paved with 
immense rocks. 
No (sidewalks of anj 


kind, and with constant wear are smootl 
and slippery, Cull of! dirty men—mostly 
Arabs,—veiled women (just as though 
any body wanted, to see their hideous 
faces) uqunlid, ragged, lousy children 
sandwiched with camels, donkeys, dn;« 
and beggars. There arc B2 distinct f-nu'llt 
and noue of them pleasant. 
All tin;- 


lakes the poetry out of the Holy City. I 
seems anything but holy. 
Even thi 


pools ot ancient times are cither rccepta 
clcs for the dirt ol tho city or tilled will 
stinking water which the people dip u[ 
in goat-skins for all pm poses. What ii 
needed here morn than anything elsu if 
soap and water. On Friday the American 
Minister at Constantinople, Gen. Lew 
Wallace, arrived, and before his nrrivu 
the. Pasha ordered the streets to be swept 
the first time in many years. 
You 


mother and some other ladies made at 
American Hag, and went oul about a mile 
from the city to meet him. He and hii 
wile are at our hotel, and tho room we oc 
cnpy was occupied by Gen. Grant when 
he was here. Still a little washing wouli" 
not injure it in the least. 


From Jerusalem to Jericho is a jouruej 


of 7 hours over what ia called a road. \ 
looks like the bed of a drieJ-up river, ful 
of ledges of. rocks and covered will: 
boulders, with paths cut among the brok 
cu stones by the incessant tread of camels 
and donkeys, tor centuries. It is up ant 
and down the mountains and through 
tho gorges, all bleak and desolate. Not n 
house in all the journey. Not a field 
tree, blade of grass, or bird to be seen— 
nothing but sage-brush in tufts over the 
wild mountain sides. Ma did not go, be 
cause the trip was reported rough, some 
what perilous, as the Mohammedans are 
still excited over the Egyptian war, auJ 
will not believe that Arabi has been 
whipped. But I was determined to pep 
the Jordrfh, and I found it "a hard rod' 
to travel." With an Arab Sheik and 
three additional Arabs, till 
mounted 


with gun?, swords, and revolvers, we s« 
put for the Jordan and reached Jerich 
in the evening—having n permit from the 
Greek Patriarch to stay all riight at the 
Coich is the only house iu Jercho. In 
the morning we started for the Jonlar. 
and the Dead Sea, and sure enough, like 
one of nld, "we fell among thieves." But 
our Sheik was too quick for them 
HL 


lassoed one of them und jerked him up t< 
his saddle by the neck, threatening to 
blow his brains out instantly. 
This 


brought about a surrender at once and 
we went on our way. How I did wieh 
Corrie had been present to witness the 
scene! After visiting the Jordan and the 
Dead Sea—with Nebo nnd Piegah and 
Gerasdm all in view, we returned to the 
convent. But the people of Jericho, who 
live like the Digger Indians, are the 
worst specimens ot humanity £ ever saw, 
and T determined not to pass anothei 
night in their town. So after resting 2 
hours we started for Jerusalem, rested 
again an hour at a cave on the way and 
reached Jerusalem at 7 o'clock p. m. It 
was a journey of at least 30 or 40 miles. 
I felt as it I was about as old as Merlin- 
seleh. I could not get off my horse, and 
could not walk when I was off. I am 
glad I went, but would not go ag;iin for 
all Palestine. I must close. We are both 
quite well. Will see the sights and then 
him our faces homeward.
